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Rescue service upsets father

The father of a 17-year-old 
Romulus youth who died of injuries 
suffered in an automobile accident 
thinks his son may have been saved 
if an ambulance had arrived at the 
scene of the accident earlier to 
handle the emergency. 

Ernest Scott, the father of Gordon 
Scott — who died Friday of injuries 
buffered in the accident — said a 
doctor at the emergency admitting 
room in Wayne County General 
Hospital (WCGH) told him-the boy 
may have been saved “if he had 
gotten here five minutes earlier.” 

The elder Scott said his son laid in

a field near Beverly Road and 
Cordell Street in northeastern 
Romulus for nearly 30 minutes after 
crashing into a ditch and utility pole 
at 7:30 p.m. Oct. 12. 

“He was laying there breathing 
real good, but suffering from a head 
wound,” Scott said. “I can’t help but 
believe he could have been saved if 
an ambulance had gotten there 
earlier.” 

Scott added that his son didn’t get 
to the emergency room at WCGH 
until 8:10 p.m. Sunday — more than 


40 minutes alter on icers of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Road Patrol 
were called to the scene. 

Police reports incidate the youth 
was driving east on Beverly Road 
near his home at 6210 Cordell St. 
when he apparently lost control of 
the car, skidded into the ditch and 
hit the utility pole. 

The youth’s father said that he had 
suffered injuries in addition to the 
fatal head injuries “but they weren’t 
that bad." 

“The doctor said it was the head 


injuries which were the most 
dangerous," Scott said. “The boy 
slipped into a coma while doctors 
were treating him. 

‘ ‘The one doctor said that if hd had 
been there five minutes earlier, 
there would have been a chance to 
save him.” 

The father continued: “There 
were five police cars at the accident 
while he laid in the field waiting for 
the ambulance. 

“The boy’s mother and I stood 
there waiting too, wondering where 


the ambulance was.” 

Police would not speculate on the 
cause of the accident, but indicated 
that there were “extensive skid 
marks" on the road. A spokesman 
for the Detective Bureau at the 
Sheriffs Road Patrol headquarters 
in Westland said that there would be 
no further investigation of the in- 
cident, since it involved only the 
vehicle driven by the dead youth. 

The youth’s father, however, said 
he is seeking some answers on the 
delay in ambulance service. 

The City of Romulus and the 
Sheriff’s Road Patrol do not operate 
ambulances in the community. 
Instead a private firm is retained by 
the city to remain on call for any 
emergencies in the community.

Officers catch suspects 


crediting citizen 's help 


Quick work and some concerned 
interest by two citizens helped the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Road Patrol 
and the Inkster Police Department 
apprehend two suspects after an 
early-morning armed robbery of a 
Romulus hamburger stand. 

Wayne County Sheriff’s officers 
report that the concern of two alert 
witnesses who followed the 
suspected get-away car from an 


armed robbery of -Bud’s Restaurant 
near Van Born and Merriman Roads 
helped police trace the suspects to 
their Inkster Road home. 

According to Deputy Insp. James 
Haile, the chief law enforcement 
officer in Romulus, sheriff s officers 
responded to a report that the 
restaurant was held up by two men 
at knifepoint. They learned from 


witnesses the license number of the 
suspected get-away car. 

The two officers radioed the 
license number and information on 
the owner from the Michigan State 
Police to all departments in the 
area. 

Inkster police recognized the 
address, and were waiting at the 
location when the suspects arrived 


“It’s concern like this on the part 
of citizens which helps make the 
community safe,” Haile said 
Arrested were Frank F. 
Buchanan, 34, and John B Harper, 
both of Inkster Both will face 
examination in Wayne \Counly 
Circuit Court today on charges of 
armed robbery. Both are being held 
at the Wayne County Jail on $100,000 
bond. 


Roman asks $$ question 


In questioning the mayoral 
candidates on campaign ex- 
penses, The Romulus Roman was 
told by one candidate to check 
with the Wayne County Elections 
Commission Office for a copy of 
the report. The other candidate 
did not respond to the question. 

The Romulus Roman in its 
election issue forum asked: “A 
major concern in all elections is 
where a candidate receives the 
money to operate the campaign. 
Whatare the names of the donors 
who have contributed at least $10 
to your election campaign and 
what are the amounts of their 
contributions? Are there any 


businesses, community 
organizations, labor unions or 
other groups which have con- 
tributed anything to your cam- 
paign? How much? How much 
money has been spent on the 
campaign to date? (This in- 
formation is no different than 
what you are expected to keep on 
record for filing at the Wayne 
County Elections Commission 
Office.)” 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt, in 
answer to the question, wrote: “A 
major portion of the funds for the 
Troutt Team campaign are 
raised through the mayor’s 
annual birthday celebration 


which is held Nov. 1 Therefore, 
an accurate accounting for the 
upcoming election cannot be 
made at this time.” 

He added: “As noted above, all 
information pertaining to 
campaign expenditures is on file 
at the Wayne County Elections 
Commission Office. A report has 
been filed by the Troutt Team for 
the primary election and a report 
will be filed following the general 
election Nov. 4 

“This is public information and 
The Romulus Roman can 
received a copy by requesting 
same at the Wayne County 
Elections Commission Office."

A little pride in Romulus may go a 
long way to upgrade the value of a 
home in the city 

And Louise Comerford, coor- 
dinator of Romulus’ new Neigh- 
borhood Center in the Meadows 
Subdivision is willing to tell her 
story 

The 3-year Romulus resident, 
whose job it will be to coordinate 
communication between city 
government and residents of the 
subdivision to help upgrade newer 
subdivisions in the city, is a case in 
point on how determination and a 
little work can make a house a home 
in the area. 

“I feel strongly about the city’s 
program to help improve the neigh- 
borhoods w'hich have been suf- 
fering with the problems of aban- 
doned and blighted housing.” 
Mrs Comerford said “That’s why I 
was pleased to be named to this 
post ’’ 

After only a week on the job. Mrs 
Comerford reported that 35 persons 
stopped by the Neighborhood Center 
to discuss the program sponsored by 
the city to upgrade the environment 
of the Meadows. Applewood and 
Gingertree subdivisions through a 


positive action program. 

“It saddens me to see people give 
up on this area, after l learned that 
by caring, something can be done,” 
Mrs. Comerford said. “I was 
unhappy after I first moved here, 
because a house was abandoned 
nearby my own, and I didn’t believe 
any person should have to live by a 
vacant house, and the nuisance it 
caused 

But instead of leaving, I decided 


to upgrade my own property, and 
when I planted shrubs and grew a 
lawn, my neighbors followed suit, 
until my area became one of the 
better ones in the subdivision 
“Others can do it too, if they 
want.” 

Mrs Comerford added that she is 
glad she stayed and fought blight 
“because it showed that a positive 
attitude is catching ” 

Her job, according to Mayor Terry 


L Troutt, will be to give that same 
positive a tlitude to other residents of 
the subdivision who may be suf- 
fering up to five years of neglect of 
homes near theirs by the Depart 
menl of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

A 9-point action plan has been 
devised to improve the subdivision 
with portions including 
—preparing an accurate list of all 
vacant properties and their owners, 
reinsuring vacant areas, are 
secured and cleared of weeds and 
trash; 

—surveying the area for or- 
dinance violations, 

—insuring that ordinance 
violaters clean up their problems: 

—learning if any other homes will 
become vacant. 

—working for a type of ownership 
program to insure that abandoned 
homes are put back on the market, 
—providing a meeting center for 
district groups 

—serving as an information center 
and gathering house for complaints 
The center, located at 26327 Leroy 
Street is open to the public 
Office hours will be noon to 8 p m 
Monday, Thursday and Friday and 
from 9am to 5 pm Tuesday and 
Wednesday

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Vira remembers way back when in Romulus 


Remember when 
Romulus was a town that 
people came to on Saturday 
to do their shopping 0 One 
member of the business 
community does. 


Vira Petraska has been 
helping four generations of 
Romulus residents with 
their banking needs, first 
as an employee cif the 
Romulus State Bank and 


then with Manufacturers 
Bank when the two firms 
merged in i960. 

Mrs. Petraska is 
marking her 40th year of 



employment in the banking 
industry. 

Starting in banking in 
1935, she recalls when 
Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport was not an integral 
part of the Romulus 
community and the bank 
stayed open on Saturday to 
accommodate merchants 
because of a lack of a night 
depository. 

“Someone had to come in 
on Saturday night to accept 
the merchants* deposits for 
the day,” she said. 

Banking has changed a 
great deal since Mrs. 


Petraska first became 
involved in it Back then, 
money was borrowed in 
amounts of $50 and $100 or 
30 or 60 days. 

“Often the money was 
not repaid on the due 
date,” she added. “People 
would come in. give the 
teller 50 cents and sjy, Td 
like to have another 30 
days.* ” 

When she first started 
with the Romuhs State 
Bank, she was one of three 
employees who aid a little 
bit of everything from 


bookeeping, typing, 
proofing and posting 
savings and checking 
transactions. 

When the bank moved to 
its present site in 1952, Mrs. 
Petraska sat at the 
receptionist’s desk, “to see 
someone they (the 
customers) knew, who 
knew them and the bank.” 

In 1960 she again was 
asked to reassure 
customers that the merger 
of the two banks would not 
mean a loss of personal 
identity. 


And even though the 
bank has changed, 
becoming a member of 
modern banking, the 
personal attention the 
customer gets hasn’t, Mrs. 
Petraska added. 

“In a small town 
people ask you for all kinds 
of advice about things that 
aren’t even related to 
banking,” she said. 

She’s been asked to 
recommend doctors, 
lawyers , hospitals for 
energencies and substitute 
ingredients for a favorite 


chili recipe. 

Industrialization de- 
finitely is a part of 
Romulus now and there’s 
less personal contact with 
customers, mainly 
apartment dwellers, but 
Mrs. Petraska tries to 
remember their names. 

”1 guess they don’t ex- 
pect it,” she said, adding 
that “I’ve never lost in- 
terest in my job. It's 
rewarding to know that 
after all these years you 
still are able to do things 
for them.”

9 of 18 candidates attend election program 


Only nine of the 18 
candidates on the Nov. 4 
general election ballot 
chose to attend the 
Romulus Area PTA 
Council "Meet the Can- 
didate" night. It was held 
Friday at Romulus High 
School. 

Six of 13 council can- 
didates, including in- 
cumbents Lnng Coleman, 
Joan A. Lee, Beverly 
McAnally, Bill Oakley and 
Jack Trumble and 
challenger Jon Madish, 
attended the meeting. 

In addition incumbent 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt and 
incumbent Treasurer John 
B. Lewkowicz showed up 

City Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar, who is not being 
challenged on the ballot, 
also participated. 

All candidates involved 
in the election wwre 
notified of the "Meet the 
Candidates” program, 
according to William 
O’Brien, executive director 
of Civic Search Light. 

Despite the poor turn-out 
of candidates, O’Brien told 
the 100 residents in at- 
tendance: "I’m delighted 
you’re here when there are 
so many things which you 
could be doing tonight." 

The council candidates 
led the discussion with 
Coleman speaking first, in 
alphabetical order, after it 
was learned incumbent 
Fred Junior Block and 
challenger Gervazio 
Cane jo were absent. 

Coleman, a member of 
the 5-person Troutt Team 
plead for voter support. 

“Unless we continue 
pushing forward and 
working together, Romulus 
could fail," he said. “I 
don’t want to see that 
happen." 

In the absence of Charlie 
Harris and Joseph 
Kochanoski , both 
challengers, Mrs. Lee, the 
president pro-tem of the 
Romulus City Council and 
another Troutt Team 
member, spoke. 

"Two years ago I got 
involved in the election 
process for very definite 
reasons," she said. "One 
was lack of response. 


"We’ve formed the 
department of responsive 
government, worked 
together, developed needed 
spirit to promote a clean 
city and seek im- 
provements in the future. 

"I want the next cam- 
paign to be ‘Romulus on the 
Move in 76’.’’ 

Madish, another Troutt 
Team member, said: "I’m 


a member of the team 
because I’ve worked with 
these people several years, 
and want to work with 
them more 

"We have to keep taxes 
down, and I believe the 
administration has worked 
to create a better industrial 
tax base for Romulus to do 
that."

Robert Martin was absent, 
incumbent Mayor Pro Tern 
Beverly McAnally, another 
Troutt Team member, was 
invited to speak. 

Mrs. McAnally said: "I 
ran for the City Council out 
of great dissatisfaction and 
lack of pride, in what 
Romulus was. 

‘Tve been proud of the 
progress this city has made 
these last two years and 
believe government must 
involve the citizen in the 
planning." 

Incumbent Oakley, the 
only independent candidate 
present at the meeting, 
said: "I don’t have any pet 
programs I want to push 
today. I’ve been on the City 
Council, and I’ve supported 
the programs I thought 
would benefit the majority 
of the people of Romulus." 

Challenger Jimmie C. 
Raspberry was absent. 

Trumble, another Troutt 
Team member and an 
incumbent, asked for 
support of the team. 

"We’ve completed 
several parks and are 
working on others, " he 
said "We’ve completed 
paving on 20 miles of roads, 
the police are effective and 
we’re working toward a 
shopping center." 

Folmar urged the voters 
to cast their ballots 
"because you are being 
asked to make one of the 
most crucial decisions 
you’ll ever be asked 

"Local elections are the 
most significant elections 
to the voters. 

"Every voter in Romulus 
should get out to vote." 

In the absence of his 
challenger, Franklin Ayers 
Sr., Lewkowicz gave a 
financial status report on 
the city. 

"We’ve really tightened 
things up and it proves you 
run a more efficient city 
when you do that," 
Lewkowicz said. "We’ve 
gone through our second 
audit, and it shows no 
problems." 


portunity to outline his

C. Stewart, who is seeking 
the mayoral post in the 
race. 

"I’m disappointed that 
the challenger didn’t show

the raising of taxes." 

However, because of the 
“hold the line pledge" 
Troutt indicated that one 
apparent concern of the 
citizens — a full-time fire 
department — will not 
materialize during his time 
in office.

ACLU supports sex bill 


To the editor: On Oct. 28, the 
Michigan State Senate is scheduled 
to reconsider Senate Bill 399. This 
bill would remove the prohibition on 
the discussion of contraception in 
sex hygiene classes in those public 
schools in which the school board 
elects to '‘engage competent in- 
structors and provide facilities and 
equipment for instruction in sex 
education, including con- 
traception...” (SB 399) 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union of Michigan (ACLU) believes 


that to prohibit the discussion of any 
issue offends the principle of free 
inquiry. 

To prohibit teachers from an- 
swering their students’ questions is 
to effectively curtail the freedom of 
this state’s young people to learn. 
Currently, when a student asks a 
teacher, ‘‘What is contraception?”, 
the teacher must reply, “I am 
forbidden by law from answering 
that question.” 

Fifty years ago, in the Scopes- 


Monkey Trial case, ACLU defended 
the principle of free inquiry when 
the prohibited topic was evolution. 

In the 1970s, in Michigan, the taboo 
subject is birth control and con- 
traception The rise in the rate of 
venereal disease and pregnancy 
among teen-agers indicates that this 
subject especially ought not to be 
banned and that students need help 
in answering their questions. 

SB 399 acknowledges that the 
major responsibility in providing 
sex education and instilling moral 


values remains that erf parents. The 
bill provides a conscience clause 
whereby students, upon request, 
may be excused from class without 
penalty i 

The vote is expected to be close. 
ACLU of Michigan urges citizens to 
let their state senator know of their 
support of SB 399 and the principle of 
free inquiry in Michigan 
classrooms.

WSU remains open 
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To the editor: Recent newspaper 
stories indicate that Wayne State 
University may be forced 'to close 
because of mounting fiscal 
problems. While it is true that 
Wayne State faces severe problems 
because of cutbacks in state support, 
it is not true that this university will 
close. We will continue to provide 
strong, quality programs in an 
extremely wide variety of 
disciplines and professions to 
Michigan residents, just as we have 
for the last 100 years. 

Wayne State’s presence as an 
established institution of higher 
education is assured for many, 
many years to come. 

As president of Wayne State, I am 
dismayed that limited state dollars 
mean some curtailment in program 
offerings. We share these temporary 
hardships with our sister colleges 
and universities, and with bther 
state agencies plagued by the 
continuing difficulties of lower car 
sales in a state heavily dependent on 
the automotive industry.

DETROIT ( Dec. 5, 1848) — Eight residents of the City of 
Marshall have been fined $1,900 following a lengthy 
emotion-packed trial here in U.S. Circuit Court. 

The case began almost a year ago when a group of 
Kentuckians led by Francis Troutman came to Marshall to 
return some escaped slaves to Kentucky. 

The slaves, Adam Crosswhite and his family, escaped to 
Canada as a group of Marshall residents drove off the men 
from Kentucky. 

Troutman and his group then pressed charges that 
resulted in today's verdict. 

Troutman sees today's fine as a warning. 

"The actions of this mob amounted to theft of property. 
Today's trial proves this. Now, maybe citizens of non- 
slaveholding states will no longer aid fugitive slaves and 
conceal them from their rightful owners," he said. 

Charles T. Gorman, leader of the defendants, called 
today's decision shameful. 

"If accepted, it would force all free men in free states to 
aid slaveowners in this despicable practice, under penalty 
of severe fines," he added. 

Gorham indicated that Sen. Lewis Cass may have at- 
tempted to influence the jury in order to win southern 
support for his recent presidential bid. 

Gorham said the Marshall residents will fight today's 
court decision. 

"Too many of us in the North are opposed to slavery to 
force us to support the activities of those in slave owning 
states," he added. 

Zacariah Chandler of Detroit paid the fine for the 
defendants.

Lawmakers 
are guy shy

The months of controversey over 
the drafting of a teacher strike law 
seems to have made state 
lawmakers gun shy about education 
For eight long months the entire 
Legislature wrestled with how to 
develop a legal mechanism that 
would make collective bargaining 
between teachers and school boards 
smoother. 

For that period of time— from 
January through August— they were' 
in the middle of a problem which 
threatened to explode in their faces 
when classes resumed this fall 
Fortunately, the opening of public 
school classrooms around the state 
was very quiet with only a token 
number of teacher strikes. 

Now that the teacher strike issue 
is, at least, temporarily taken care 
of and that there are many other 
problems pressing for their at- 
tention, state lawmakers don’t have 
much enthusiasm for taking on any 
of the other problems which are 
pressing public schools. 

Ask a state legislator about 
education, he gets visions of 
teachers, teacher unions, picket 
signs, school board members and 
unhappy parents. 

But, one group seems to have been 
ignored during this long con 
troversey which still is unresolved 
and that group is the students 
The rhetoric has centered around 
the collective bargaining problems 
of teachers and their employers, the 
local school boards 


Meanwhile, the State Department 
of Education continues to publish 
reams of reports which document 
the difficulties that thousands of 
youngsters are having in grasping 
the basic skills of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

These kids leave school, many 
without and many with diplomas, 
with inadequate preparation for 
what they face once they leave 
school 

As this problem has become more 
acute over the years, more and more 
tax money has been spent on 
programs whifch were supposed to 
be a panacea to all sorts of learning 
problems 

For every educational problem, 
there is a program, with a staff 
which is supposed to help kids 

Millions of dollars later— that’s 
millions from all three levels of 
government, local, slate and 
federal— the problem still exists. 

Many kids are just not getting a 
good education 

And this can snowball into all sorts 
of practical problems 

Without the ability to read and 
write and figure basic math, a 
person has a more difficult time 
supporting himself Everybody 
knows what happens after that If a 
person can’t support himself, 
chance are, he will land on the 
welfare rolls which are ballooning to

Workers OK new employment contract 


By IIRNRY CANTIN 
Of The Ragle Staff 
A new l-year em- 
ployment contract, 
providing for wage in- 
creases and improved 
fringe benefits, has been 
ratified by members of 
Local 79 of the Service 
Employees International 
Union AFL-CIO employed 
at Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority ( PCHA ) 
hospitals. 

The new economic 


contract, which is 
retroactive to May 1 of this 
year, was ratified by a 412 
to 75 vote. It provides a 33 
cents per hour across-the- 
board increase in wages. 
The PCHA also will provide 
increased coverage in the 
eye glass program and will 
increase retirement 
benefits. 

Current retirees will 
receive an additional 50 
cents per month per in- 
crease for credited service 


up to a maximum of 30 
years Active employees 
will have their retirement 
boosted by $1 per month 
per year of credited service 
— from $7 to $8 up to a 
maximum of 30 years of 
service. 

The existing sickness and 
accident benefit will be 
improved and hourly 
employees now will be 
eligible to participate in a 
tax deferred annuity 


program available only to 
employees working for 
non-profit institutions. 

Another feature of the 
new agreement is the 
addition of a $2 deductible 
prescription drug rider to 
the existing Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield medical 
coverage 

‘We were pleased to see 
the results of the 
balloting,” said Karl S. 
Klicka, M.D., executive 


director of PCHA. “The 
negotiating has been dif- 
ficult and prolonged, 
presumably a reflection ol 
the difficult economic 
pressures on the authority 
and employees alike.” 

Bargaining began in 
February and last 
Tuesday’s ratification of 
the economic contract was 
the third vote taken since 
April, According to Dr. 
Klicka, “the agreement 


represents a fair and 
equitable settlement 
consistent with the con- 
straints imposed by the 
existing economic situation 
in the area." 

The agreement will be 
brought to the Board of 
Directors meeting next 
Thursday for final ap- 
proval. 

The contract, when 
ratified, will cover all 
bargaining unit employees 


in the four PCHA hospitals 
— Annapolis in Wayne. 
Beyer Memorial in Yp- 
silanti, Outer Drive in 
Lincoln Park and Seaway 
in Trenton 


PCHA now has a fifth 
facility under construction, 
the Heritage Hospital, in 
Taylor It is scheduled to be 
opened to accept patients 
in mid-1977.

constituted, it lacks legal authority to compel local 
municipalities and counties to follow a comprehensive 
regional development plan and to compel 
municipalities to provide municipal services on a 
regional or under a metropolitan form of government; 
and 

WHEREAS, House Bill No. 5527 would make the 
proposed Southeast Michigan Planning and 
Development Agency the sole and only the planning 
agency for the affected counties and their local 
municipalities would give that agency sole respon- 
sibility to dictate how Southeastern Michigan would be 
developed with respect to any and all projects which 
have any regional significance of effect, irrespective of 
whether such development were acceptable to or 
desired by local municipalities; and 
WHEREAS, House Bill No. 5527 would require all local 
governments to submit all their plans and projects to 
the proposed Southeast Michigan Planning and 
Development Agency for approval on the basis that 
such projects and plans were consistent with regional 
objectives as established by that agency and that upon 
failure to establish consistency, such local projects and 
plans would be by statute unable to be implemented; 
and 

WHEREAS, One of the major statutory duties of the 
proposed Southeast Michigan Planning and 
Development Agency under House Bill No. 5527 will be 
to act as a regional charter study commission to bring 
before the State Legislature a charter for regional or 
metropolitan form of government involving all the 
local municipalities within the aforedescribed coun- 
ties; and 

WHEREAS: The governing body of the proposed 
Southeast Michigan Planning and Development 
Agency under House Bill No. 5527 will be composed 
primarily of county level employees with local 
minicipalities have little, if any, representation on that 
agency and subsequently little input and influence wi(h 
respect to the recommendations to be made in the 
State Legislature regarding the form and feasibility of 
a metropolitan government involving Southeastern 
Michigan; and 

WHEREAS: The provisions of House Bill No. 5527 are 
directly contra to the governmental principles under 
which the City of Romulus has operated since it for- 
mation as a Home Rule City and completely contra to 
the principles of government under which all local 
communities in Southeastern Michigan have operated 
under as local municipalities; and 
WHEREAS: House Bill No. 5527, being contra to the 
concept of Home Rule Government, is contra to the will 
and expression of the people of Southeastern Michigan 
which have consistently voted and supported the 
concept of Home Rule Government; and 
WHEREAS: House Bill No. 5527 has as its objective 
and is the first step towards the formation of a 
metropolitan or regional form of government for 
Southeast Michigan and attempts to put into effect a 
metropolitan form of government in opposition to the 
wishes of the public which recently voted in opposition 
to regional or metropolitan government in turning 
down the proposal of Wayne County to become a Home 
Rule County Government 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That the 
City of Romulus hereby officially states its opposition 
to House Bill No. 5527 for the reasons stated previously 
in this Resolution; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED. That the City of 
Romulus urges its neighboring and fellow communities

CHAPTER IV, ARTICLE 6 

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE SOIL EROSION 
AND SEDIMENTATION CONTROL, TO REQUIRE 
PERMITS THEREFORE, TO ESTABLISH FEES 
FOR PERMITS AND TO PROVIDE PENALTIES 
FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus deems it necessary 
to the public health, safety and welfare of the City and 
its inhabitants that soil erosion and sedimentary to be 
regulated as herein contained; 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I. Short Title. 

1.00 Soil Erosion and Sedimentation Control Or- 
dinance. 

SECTION II. Local Enforcing Agency 

2.00 It is the intent of the City of Romulus to become 
the local enforcing agency in regard to implementing 
Soil Erosion and Sedimentation Control Act 347 of P. A. 
of 1972 within the municipal limits of the City, and the 
Chief Building Official and-or his designate is the 
primary enforcing officer. 

SECTION in. Rules Adopted 

3.00 The City of Romulus hereby adopts by reference 
the latest rules promulgated by the Michigan Water 
Resources Commission and adopted by the County of 
Wayne relative to Soil Erosion and Sedimentation 
Control Act 347 of P. A. 1972, said rules to be available 
for public distribution, at a reasonable charge, with not 
less than two (2) copies to be available for public in- 
spection at the Office of the City Clerk. 

SECTION IV. Submission of Plans 

4.00 Before ground-breaking of any construction 
project in the City of Romulus involving one (1) or 
more acres of land, or any construction project within 
five hundred (500) feet of a lake or stream, an erosion 
and sedimentation control plan shall be submitted to 
the City in accordance with the standards and 
specifications developed by the Wayne County Soil 
Conservation District. For purposes of this Section, a 
stream is further interpreted to mean water courses 
and storm sewers discharging into the stream. 
SECTION V. Permits and Fees 

5.00 Upon payment of the necessary fees to the City 
in accordance with a fee schedule to be determined by 
the City Council, and amended from time to time by 
simple resolution, the submitted plans shall be 
reviewed and approved and a permit shall be issued, 
provided the plans meet DNR and Wayne County Soil 
Conservation District Standards, which have been 
adopted by reference, to prevent soil erosion at all 
major construction sites in the City in excess of one ( 1 ) 
acre (except isolated single family dwellings). 
SECTION VI. Site Inspection 

6.00 The local enforcing agency shall inspect the 
construction site at least at the beginning, during 
construction and at the end of the project and shall 
issue cease and desist orders upon violation of the rules 
set forth iri Act 347 of P. A. 1972. 

SECTION VII. Appeal v 

7.00 Where it is alleged that there is an error or 
misinterpretation in any order, requirement, decision, 
grant or refusal made by the primary enforcing of- 
ficial, the Building Code Board of Appeals shall have 
the power to hear specific applicants and may amend 
or change such order, requirement, decision, grant or 
refusal so that it is in harmony with the general pur- 
pose and intent of this Ordinance. 

SECTION VIII Bonds 

8 00 A grading permit shall not be issued for grading 
involving the movement of more than one thousand 
(1,000) cubic yards of soil or within five hundred (500) 
feet of a lake or stream, unless the permittee shall first 
post with the primary enforcing official, a bond 
executed by the owner in a corporate surety with an 
office and authority to do business in this State as a 
surety 

8.01 The bond shall be in a form approved by the City 
Attorney, payable to the City and in the amount of the 
estimated total cost of the work authorized by the 
permit. The total cost shall be estimated by the 
primary enforcing official. The bond shall include 
penalty provisions for failure to complete the work on 
schedule as specified in the grading permit. In lieu of a 
surety bond, the applicant may file with the City, a 
cash bond or an instrument of credit approved by the 
City Attorney in the amount equal to that which would 
be required for a surety bond 


8.02 Every bond and instrument of credit shall in- 
clude, and every cash deposit shall be made, on the 
condition that the permittee shall comply with all of the 
provisions of this Ordinance and all of the terms and 
conditions of the grading permit and shall complete all 
of the work contemplated under the grading permit 
within the time limit specified in the grading permit, 
or, it no time limit is specified, within one hundred 
eighty (180) days after the date of the issuance of the 
grading permit. 

SECTION IX. Extension of Time 

9.00 If the permittee is unable to complete the work 
within the specified time, he may, at least ten ( 10) days 
prior to the expiration of the permit, present in writing, 
to the Director, a request for an extension of time 
setting forth the reasons for the requested extension. In 
the event such an extension is warranted, the primary 
enforcing official may grant additional time for the 
completion of the work, but no such extension shall 
release the owner or the surety on the bond or the 
person furnishing the instrument of credit or cash 
bond. 

v SECTION X. Failure to Complete Work 

10.00 In the event of failure to complete the work or 
failure to comply with all the requirements, conditions 
and terms of the permit, the primary enforcing official 
may order such work, if necessary to eliminate any 
danger to persons or property, and to leave the site in a 
safe condition, or he may order the work authorized by 
the permit to be completed. The permittee and the 
surety executing the bond or person issuing the in- 
strument of credit or making the cash deposit, shall 
continue to be firmly bound under a continuing 
obligation for the payment of all necessary costs and 
expenses as may be incurred or expended by the City 
in causing any and all such work to be done. In the case 
of a cash deposit, any unused portion thereof shall be 
refunded to the permittee. 

SECTION XI Penalty 

11.00 Any person who shall violate any provision of 
this Ordinance hereby adopted, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment in the County 
Jail for not more than ninety (90) days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the Court, 
for each offense. Each day that the violation exists 
shall be deemed a separate offense. 

SECTION XII. Severability 

12.00 This Ordinance and every provision thereof 
shall be considered severable, and the invalidity of any 
section, clause, provision, regulation or part or portion 
of any section, clause, provision, or regulation of this 
Ordinance shall affect the validity of any portion of this 
Ordinance or any regulation adopted by reference. 
SECTION XIII Repeal of Conflicting Ordinances

So we didn't use your 
pictures? Here's why 


We’ve had many questions (often 
irate) as to why we didn’t use a picture 
that was submitted with a story. 

First off, in accepting any snapshot 
we are reafly placing ourselves “on the 
spot” since amateur photography just 
doesn’t reproduce well at all. Quite 
often, though, we take your offerings if 
they are good pictures and then keep 
our finers crossed that our cameraman 
can work wonders. 

And speaking ot our cameraman, 
who’s one Ken Peterson, he really 
DOES knock himself out attempting to 
blow up or reduce the photos we sur- 
prise him with each week. Color is 
especially hard to work with but Ken 
always shoots and re-shoots until he has 
what he thinks will come out clearly in 
the paper. 

We ARE willing to accept black and 
white polaroids but please try to 


remember a few simple suggestions (1) 
Focus in on your subject as closely as 
possible ; forget the walls, floor, ceiling 
and surroundings, (2) Forget full- 
length body shots and concentrate from 
the waist on up (3) Don’t get too many 
people in one photo; three is usually 
just right: (4) In using props in pictures

The director's word is final

“The rear end of a horse! 
— now wait a minute, just 
because I — As the rest of 
The Players howled with 
laughter, the directors 
dutifully surpassed any 
hint of mirth. Coaxing 
reluctant actors into oc- 
cassionally accepting an 
absurd role is part and 
parcel of the shared 
directors’ task taken on by 
Sharon Mathews and Judy 
Adams. 

Besides handline 
auditions and final casting 
for “Sir Slob and the 
Princess,’’ they continue to 
coordinate the diverse 
skills of other behind-the- 


scenes jobs of stage 
manager, costume 
designer and the set and 
props committees. But 
theirs is the final word. 

As the cardinal rule of all 
theatre states, “The play 
belongs to the director(s)”. 
Yet, unlike the jealously 
guarded role of the typical 
director(s), ( and due to the 
relative simplicity of a 
children’s play) each of 
these agreeable gals has 
heartily welcomed 
suggestions from other 
cast members and staff.

bring out the best per- 
formance of each cast 
member. 

Especially now, with 
showtime mere days away, 
the pace is quickened. A 
professional diplomat 
would envy the calm, sure 
handling of understandably 
nervous actors. 

“Are you going to allow 
his upstaging me, when. . 
.?” and “Any louder and 
I’m going to get 
laryngitis!” Soothingly, 


but firmly, both women 
work to perfect the 
“blocking” (the dialogue 
timing and continuous 
positioning of on-stage 
actors). Getting it all 
together is their job, as 
Judy and Sharon, co- 
directors, carry on the 
revered show tradition, 
“The show must go on!"
